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NOVEMBER  13

NOVEMBER  20 

The  Superiiners:  Twilight  of  an  Era.  Take  a  nostalgic 
voyage  on  the  Queen  Elizabeth  II,  the  only  luxury  liner 
still  in  transatlantic  service. 

DECEMBER  4 

The  Springfield  “35”  Camera  Club  presents  Land  Between 
the  Waters:  Michigan's  Upper  Peninsula  narrated  by  Helen 
Browning.  Not  all  the  old  mining  towns  are  in  the  Far 
West— some  interesting  ones  are  scattered  along  Lake 
Superior’s  coast  line. 


DECEMBER  11 

The  New  Indians.  In  government  schools  and  missions,  the 
American  Indian  learned  the  ways  of  the  Euro-American  — 
and  forgot  his  own.  Today,  however,  the  Indian  is  making 
a  pilgrimage  across  time,  in  search  of  himself.  In  this  film, 
the  lives  of  four  members  of  widely  separated  tribes  bear 
witness  to  the  rebirth  of  the  new  Indians. 

DECEMBER  18 

Ethiopia:  The  Hidden  Empire.  For  over  30  centuries,  tribal 
war  cries  have  echoed  across  this  rugged  north  African 
land  once  known  as  Abyssinia.  Ethiopiaas  it  is  now  called, 
is  the  Land  of  the  People  With  Faces  Burned  by  the  Sun. 
Pagan  monoliths  recall  the  invasions  of  Semitic  tribesmen 
from  southern  Arabia  around  700  B.C.  In  Axum,  the 
descendants  of  Solomon  and  Sheba  were  crowned  “King 
of  Kings”  and  set  the  future  course  of  the  empire  in 
Ethiopia.  For  more  than  3,000  years,  Ethiopia  has 
endured  in  the  vastness  of  North  Africa,  a  natural  fortress 
protected  from  its  enemies  by  mountains  and  deserts  — 
and  unyielding  traditions. 


JANUARY  8 

San  Juan  Odyssey,  presented  by  Craig  and  Helen  Metheny 
of  the  Bel-Tel  Camera  Club,  features  the  colorful  San  Juan 
area  of  Colorado  in  all  its  seasons.  This  program  is  a  two- 
projector  presentation  with  professional  narration  by 
C.W.  McCall,  popular  country-western  singer,  set  to  the 
music  of  Appalachian  Spring. 


JANUARY  15 

Animals  of  the  South  American  Jungle  is  a  look  at  the 
magnificent  creatures  of  the  Amazon  jungle.  Playful 
monkeys,  marmosets  and  tamarins;  the  lolling  sloth; 
colorful  and  exotic  jungle  birds;  the  fearsome  rain  forest 
predators  — jacares,  jaguars,  anaconda,  boa  constrictors  and 
other  rare  animals.  Also  learn  about  the  lush  vegetation 
and  swollen  streams  that  are  part  of  this  South  American 
rain  forest. 


JANUARY  22 

Beaver  Valley.  Almost  inaccessible  to  man,  Beaver  Valley 
is  a  wilderness  located  on  the  Continental  Divide.  Here 
the  clever  beaver,  the  fun-loving  otter,  the  predatory 
coyote,  and  other  inhabitants  of  the  woodlands  are  all 
accurately  presented  against  the  background  of  a  superb 
musical  score. 


JANUARY  29 

One  Day  at  Teton  Marsh  is  a  fine  film  based  on  the  book 
by  Sally  Carrighar  that  describes  the  wildlife  in  a  peaceful 
swamp  where  animals  and  birds  are  as  free  as  the  wind, 
and  nature  reigns  supreme. 


February  5 

The  Springfield  “35”  Camera  Club  presents  A  Mediter¬ 
ranean  Odyssey  narrated  by  Clarence  Klassen.  A  journey 
by  ship  to  historic  islands  and  coastal  towns  washed  by 
the  Mediterranean  Sea.  In  this  interesting  program,  you 
will  meet  the  people  and  recall  the  traditions  of  these 
historic  lands. 


FEBRUARY  12 


The  Puritan  Experience:  Forsaking  England.  Magnificently 
filmed  in  England,  this  is  the  story  of  the  Higgins  family 
and  their  decision  to  leave  the  land  they  love  and  head  for 
America.  We  share  in  an  experience  which  has  since  been 
lived  by  many  immigrants— the  pain  and  passion  of  for¬ 
saking  one’s  native  land  for  another. 

FEBRUARY  19 

Kitty  Hawk  to  Paris:  The  Heroic  Years.  In  this  study  of 
the  early  years  of  aviation,  a  key  era  in  modern  history  is 
explored.  The  film  reveals  how,  with  the  Wright  brothers’ 
successful  take-off  in  1 903,  our  notions  of  time  and  space 
were  radically  altered.  It  had  taken  centuries  for  man  to 
arrive  at  this  crucial  stage;  his  rate  of  progress  within  the 
next  few  decades  would  be  unprecedented. 

FEBRUARY  26 

Juggernaut:  A  Film  of  India.  Nowhere  are  the  results  of 
uncontrolled  population  growth  more  apparent  than  in 
India,  where  customs  and  culture  create  a  seemingly  in¬ 
surmountable  deterrent  to  solving  the  problem.  Symbolic 
of  the  ultimate  irony  of  man’s  progress  in  today’s  world, 
a  modern-day  “juggernaut”  (a  nuclear  reactor)  passes  on 
its  600-mile  route  through  India.  Scenes  of  almost  every 
aspect  of  life  in  India  reveal  the  nation’s  deeply  Eastern 
culture  and  philosophy,  the  landmarks,  the  arid  country¬ 
side,  and  the  ancient  customs. 

MARCH  4 

The  Springfield  “35”  Camera  Club  presents  Costa  Rica- 
Troubled  Paradise ,  narrated  by  Sella  Morrison.  Beautiful 
scenery  and  flowers,  friendly  people,  an  unfriendly  neigh¬ 
bor,  and  no  army. 


MARCH  11 

Saudi  Arabia:  The  OH  Revolution.  Saudi  Arabia  has  annual 
oil  revenues  of  over  $1 1  billion  — yet  its  population  is  92 
percent  illiterate.  After  learning  the  history  of  the  country, 
we  see  four  faces  of  Arabia:  the  Arabia  of  the  soil,  the  sea, 
the  city  Arabs,  and  the  still-unchanged  desert  Bedouins.

or  January  1, 1984
